community and the public. The OWM follows the Integrated 
Solid Waste Management (ISWM) approach which holds that 
’’garbage" is not a homogenous mass to be burned or burled 
and then forgotten. Instead, "garbage* consists of a 
heterogeneous spectrum of discarded materials and 
products each with specific characteristics and properties 
which make them more or less suitable for reuse, recycling , 
composting or disposal. ISWM asserts that the environment

3. Recycle or Compost 

4. Irscmerate with Energy Recovery
